observed transporting an estimated 5,000 recruits to the Wildpark Kaserne in 
Potsdam. According to craftemen, all quarters were occupied to capacity by 
young soldiers. 


5, Onl October, shuttle-train number 100 consieting of 100 boxcars with enlisted men 
and 16 empty boxcars moved from Insterburg to Eberswalde. On 2 October, shuttle 
train number 103 with 53 boxears went from Zossen to Cottbus. 


6. Prior to 24 September , the Busche Kasernes. in Leisnig was occupied by 80 officers 
and 250 enlisted men; and the Friedrich August Kasern by 100.5%ficers and 350 
enlisted men.
